Rev.  and  respected  Sir — You  will  receive 
this  hasty  communication,  I  trust,  with  the 
same  spirit  as  that  in  which  it  was  written, 
in  friendship ;  and  professing,  as  you  do,  to 
be  "  a  humble  follower  of  the  Lamb,”  I 
have  every  reason  to  believe  that  you  will 
receive  it  as  an  act  of  kindness  lro:n  one 
who  wishes  to  arrive  at  the  truth,  in  what¬ 
ever  form  it  may  appear.  If  the  doctrine 
which  you  teach  and  profess  to  believe  is 
truth,  I  am  ready  to  receive  it ;  for  if  1  know 
the  feelings  of  my  own  heart,  it  is  open  to 
conviction.  But,  Sir,  you  arc  aware  that  in 
order  to  convince  a  person  of  the  truth  of  a 
doctrine  which  he  doubts,  you  must  use  ra¬ 
tional  and  persuasive  arguments,  and,  in  this 
cate,  those  which  are  founded  on  the  word 
of  God,  because  bare  assertions  can  never 
convince  the  unprejudiced  mind.

and  unequivocal  as  language  can  express  it, ) 
the  wicked  (now  in  the  present  tense)  are 
like  the  troubled  sea,  when  it  cannot  rest, 
whose  waters  cast  up  mire  and  dirt ;  for 
there  is  nti  peace  saith  our  God  to  the  wicked 
— tlie  way'  of  the  transgressor  is  hard, 
(please  to  notice  that  tliese  verbs  are  all  in 
the  present  time,)  and,  behoM,  the  righteou> 
shall  bo  recompensed  in  the  earth,  much 
more  the  wicked  and  the  sinner.”  Rom.

that  "he  who  provideth  not  for  his  house¬ 
hold  is  worse  than  an  infidel”  and  being 
commanded  to  work  six  days,  I  thought  I 
should  lie  as  much  in  the  wh^  of  my  duty 
to  "do  whuLsoever  my  hand  hndeth  to  do,” 
as  in  attending  your  "  holy  convocation”) 
why  then  say,  "The  young  man  feared  a 
reply  and  fled”  ?

Their  mercies  are 
in  every  respect  cruelties,  and  their  conduct 
most  hideous.  Their  kindness  is  set  up  for 
sale  ;  their  anger  is  supposed  to  be  appeased 
by  splenditl  gifts  only,  and  their  protection 
ensured  by  the  most  costly  sacrifices.  This 
has  been  and  is  the  uniform  character  of 
idol  divines,  as  reference  to  the  pages  of 
Heathen  worship  too  truly  inform  us. 

But  are  such  gods  fit  to  be  acknowledged 
as  the  constructors  of  the  splen  did  volume 
of  nature,  and  of  the  thousands  if  varied 
beauties  which  earth,  sea  and  skies  present 
to  the  delighted  vision  ?  A  rs  they  to  b* 
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owned  as  tlie  aiitliors  of  hunvm  beings,  tlic

How  often  am  I  provoked,  and  almost 
incensed  to  blows,  by  the  foolish  questions 
asked  me  by  the  people  in  this  country  !— 

*  Chang  Eng,’  say  they,  ‘  have  you  a  father, 
a  mother,  ora  sister  at  home  V  Tlien  1 
say,  *  Cliang  Eng  has  no  fatluT,  for  he  is 
dead— lie  has  a  tnuiher  and  a  little  sister.’ 
•O',’  they  say  then,  ‘and  do  you  love  that 
mother  and  little  sister?’  Love  them  !  oh, 
what  a  vile  and  setiseiess  question  to  put  to 
Chang  Eng— as  it  he  were  a  wild  lieast  or 
a  monkey,  dt'stitutc  of  natural  affection  ! — 
But  1  do  not  reply  to  such  boyish  questions 
— they  who  ask  them  are  too  larbent  ath  the 
notice  of  Chang  Eng  fur  him  to  deign  to 
converse  with  them. 

Just  so  am  I  sometimes  troubled  witli  im¬ 
pertinent  inquiries  about  my  religion.  One 
man  asks  me  if  1  believe  there  is  one  God 
or  three  Gods— another,  if  i  believe  bud 
men  will  be  kept  burning  when  they  die 
fur  ever,  or  that  they  will  be  kept  in  tlie  fire 
only  long  enungli  to  burn  out  ttieir  sins,  and 
tliat  then  they  will  go  to  tlie  place  where 
they  say  gooil  people  go.  Now  what  does 
Chang  Eng  know  alsiut  all  this  ?  He  can¬ 
not  tell  how  many  great  Deities  there  be — 
he  never  saw  them — never  left  them — yes, 
lie  does  (eel  tliein — be  feels  that  some  good 
power,  whether  one  or  twenty  he  knows 
out,  has  watched  over  him  to  protect  him 
by  day.  and  to  guard  his  slumbers  by  night. 

Neither  can  Chang  Eng  say  whither  liis 
spirit  will  go  when  he  dies — he  cannot  dis¬ 
tinguish  between  the  thousand  different 
creerls  these  people  profess— he  is  afraid  to 
trust  to  the  words  of  any  one  of  them,  be¬ 
cause  every  one  says  his  own  are  right,  and 
that  all  others  are  wrong.  The  Catholic 
says,  *1  am  right’— the  Presbyterian,  •!  am’ 
— the  Universalist,  ‘lam’ — all  say.  ‘Chang 
Eng,  follow  me.’  But  Chang  Eng  say, 

•  No,  gentlemen,  I  must  be  excused ;  I 
cannot  tell  where  you  will  lead  me ;  I  can¬ 
not  understand  all  the  fine  stories  you  tell 
me.nor  reconcile  the  contradictions  l^tween 
this  one  and  that.  Chang  Eng  has  a  heart 
as  big  as  any  man’s,  and  be  knows  that  the 


Great  Deity  looks  right  to  that.  If  that 
heart  is  go^  ;  and  who  shall  say  Chang 
Eng's  is  not?— he  thinks  there  will  be  no 
danger  of  his  missing  the  right  road  When 
he  dies.’

So  far  from  attempting,  or  even  desiring,  to 
legislate  laws,  contrary  to  the  command  of 
Christ,  I  wish  my  brethren,  every  where, 
would  cease  the  practice  of  water  baptism 
which  was  never  intended  for  their  observance 
and  is  contrary  to  Christianity — but  if  they  leUl 
continue  water  baptism  to  accommodate  "a 
spurious  conscience,”  let  them  not/orce  others 
to  do  the  same.  Just  as  this  language  grates  on 
our  correspondent’s  feelings,  so  was  his  calcu¬ 
lated  to  grate  on  ours.  Such  language  is  a 
shame  to  a  brother — such  assumptions,  and 
discourteous  want  of  charity,  a  disgrace  to  any 
cause. 

The  following  is  an  instance  of  the  same 
kind — first  assuming  that  Jesus  has  command¬ 
ed  outward  baptism,  &c.,  and  then  saying  that 
all  who  do  not  comply  are  breaking  the  com¬ 
mand  of  Jesus.  The  servility  nr  slavery  recom¬

POSTAGE. 

Notwithstanding  we  publish,  in  the  terms  of 
this  paper,  every  week,  that  all  letters  address¬ 
ed  to  us  must  be  port  paid,  we  are  frequently 
aohjected  to  heavy  bills  of  postage  on  letters 
written  not  for  uur  benefit,  but  fur  the  mere  ac¬ 
commodation  ot  the  writers.  We  have  just 
paid  the  postage  on  three  letters;  the  first 
charged  IS  1-2  cents  and  requesting  us  to  alter 
the  direction  of  a  paper  from  one  Post  Office  to 
another,  for  the  better  accommodation  of  the 
aubscriber;  the  second  containing  the  same  re- 
fusst,  from  Michigan,  postage  25  cents;  the 
third  enclosing  requesting  that  it  may  be 
accepted  in  full  payment  fiir  two  years  subscrip¬ 
tion,  (last  year  and  this,)  charged  37  1-2  cents, 
notwithstanding,  according  to  our  terms,  the 
subscriber  is  chargeable  with  $4,  fur  the  two 
years,  besides  being  bound  to  paj  the  postag.* 
on  his  letter.  Now  wo  must  inform  the  two 
first  that  they  are  charged  on  book  with  the 
postage  on  their  respective  letters,  and  must 
pay  it  on  settlement,  and  the  last  is  credited  9?, 
on  his  last  years'  account  and  62 1  -2  rents  only 
on  the  present  year.  However  permanent  and 
good  subscribers  may  be,  they  must  be  sure  to 
pay  their  own  postage  if  they  expect  the  indul¬ 
gence  of  being  allowed  to  pay  the  advance  price 
only,  after  the  time  has  expired  for  receiving  it. 
For  to  take  up  with  the  advanc:e  price  only,  at 
the  present  time,  for  the  two  last  years,  and  pay 
three  shillings  postage  out  of  it,  is  what  we  are 
neither  willing  nor  able  to  do.  Wn  have  paid 
aeveral  dollars  postage  within  a  few  weeks  on 
letters  similar  to  the  three  above  named.  Post¬ 
age  is  but  a  trifling  concern  when  paid  by  each 
individual  writing  to  us ;  but  when  one  has  to 
pay  the  aggregate  of  the  whole,  it  amounts  to 
eaveral  hundred  dollars  a  year.  We  sometimes 
have  to  pay  tiM  or  three  dollars  postage  per 
dog.  At  i|2  per  day  our  postage  bill  would  run 
up  to  $730  per  annum !  Brethren,  think  of 
these  things^ _  S.

UNIVERSAU8T  HISTORICAL  FACTS. 

At  the  time  Br.  Whittemore  was  preparing 
his  Modern  History  of  Universalism,  we  intend¬ 
ed  furnishing  him  with  the  following  interesting 
facts,  but  somehow  neglected  it,  under  a  partial 
belief  that  we  had  previously  dune  it.  In 
1792,  a  preacher  of  Universalism,  (hen  in  Balti¬ 
more,  Md.,  whose  nijiie  we  have  never  been 
able  to  learn,  published  the  following  remarks 
and  queries — they  were  carried  to  Hanover, 
(then  called  McAllister’s  town,)  York  county, 
Peiin’a.,  translated  and  published  in  handbill 
form  in  the  German  language,  by  some  mechan¬ 
ics  there.  Their  bold  appearance  and  the  evi¬ 
dent  conclusiveness  of  the  questions,  excited 
considerable  inquiry,  and  finally  elicited  a  con¬ 
troversy,  by  anonymous  letters,  signed,  1.  “A 
friend  to  sound  reason  and  revelation,”  2.  “An 
inhabitant  of  Hanover,”  and  3.  ”  Friends  to 
the  Restitution.”  The  first  (of  which  but  one 
letter  was  published)  and  third  signatures  were 
of  those  favorable,  and  are  said  to  have  been 
written  by  several  mechanics — the  second  was 
the  signature  of  the  Lutheran  clergyman,  in  op¬ 
position  to  Universalism.  The  controversy  ex¬ 
tended  through  several  letters  on  each  side,  writ¬ 
ten  between  January, 1793,  and  June  of  the  same 
year.  The  clergyman  waxed  wrathy,  and  be¬ 
came  so  abusive  that  the  mechanics  refused  to 
debate  longer  with  him,  unless  he  would  con¬ 
fine  hinrselfto  decent  laneii.s**  t««- 

son.  This  being  nezlccted  hy  the  clergyman, 
they  closed  the  argument-refusing  to  disturb 
the  public  peace  hy  recriminating  abuse;  and 
preferring  to  be  considered  as  vanquished,  ra¬ 
ther  than  descend  to  meet  their  opponent  on 
his  own  grounds.  The  letters  were  gathered 
and  published  in  pamphlet  form  in  the  German 
language  by  the  ”  Friends  to  the  Restitution,” 
prefaced  in  English  and  German,  by  tlie  ques¬ 
tions  which  elicited  the  controversy. 

In  the  Spring  of  1830,  the  writer  visited  and 
preached  in  Hanover,  but  could  find  few  in 
that  neighborhood  who  remembered  enough  of 
the  circumstances  to  give  us  any  additional  in¬ 
formation.  A  new  generation  has  sprung  up— 
their  present  preachers  seem  to  avoid  naming 
the  doctrine  of  endless  misery— being  general¬ 
ly  well  read  in  German  theology  and  imitating 
the  mode  of  preaching  pursued  in  that  land 
of  Biblical  research  and  literature — and  hence 
Universalism,  as  such,  or  by  that  name,  is  near¬ 
ly  forgotten  or  unknown. 

During  our  late  visit  to  Pennsylvania,  we 
endeavored  to  obtain  a  copy  of  the  pamphlet, 
but  could  find  only  one,  and  that  in  the  hands 
of  a  worthy  friend  who  values  it  too  highly  to 
part  with  it  at  any  price.  We  may  possibly  at¬ 
tach  too  much  importance  to  the  questions,  but 
if  so,  we  hope  our  readers  will  bear  with  us, 
especially  when  we  inform  them  that  these 
questions  were  the  first  article  we  ever  read, 
understandingly,  on  the  subject  of  the  restitu¬ 
tion  of  all  things.  Tbiswaain  the  Fall  of  1822. 


They  led  us  to  a  fiirther  examination,  which 
finally  resulted  in  our  complete  conversion  to 
the  truth  which  maketh  free  indeed,  and  in  the 
belief  of  which  we  have  ever  been  enabled  to 
rejoice  with  joy  unspeakable  and  full  of  glory. 
Five  years  after  reading  these  questions,  and 
two  years  after  coming  into  the  full  knowledge 
and  belief  of  the  Bible,  we,  for  the  first  time, 
heard  the  Gospel  preached,  by  Br.  S.  R.  Smith, 
then  of  Philadelphia.  But  we  must  stop  this 
overflowing  of  sfull  heart,  caused  by  a  re-peru¬ 
sal  of  tliese  questions.  May  their  re-piihlica- 
tion  be  blessed  to  many  others  as  they  have 
been  to  us.  Amen.  G.

”  The  following  questions  were  asked 
by  a  Universalist  preacher  in  Baltimore, 
and  there  printed,  and  were  then  translated 
into  German  and  published”  [in  Hanover, 
Pa.] 

VARIOUS  QUESTIONS  TO  THE  TEACHERS 
IN  ISRAEL. 

As  I  was  passing  through  the  streets  of 
Baltimore,  in  deep  meditation,  beholding 
the  great  activity  of  many  shining  gentle¬ 
men,  as  well  os  those  of  the  fairer  sex,  es¬ 
pecially  those  in  the  bloom  of  life,  1  was 
led  into  the  following  queries,  which  I 
humhiy  request  some  teachers  in  Israel  (that 
may  find  themselves  capable)  to  answer. 

We  know  that  a  wise  master  builder, 
wimn  he  is  about  to  perform  any  building, 
prior  to  his  striking  one  stroke  towards  the 
erection  of  that  building,  is  fixed  in  his 
intention  tohat  to  perform— the  plan  by 
which  to  bring  about  the  performance  is  de~ 
vised— and  the  first  stroke  that  he  strikes  is 
expressive,  not  only  of  ths  builder's  design, 
but  also,  that  he  intends  and  expects  to  bring 
this  design  to  be fully  effected,  and.tlu  refore, 
makes  the  attempt  to  execute  the  same ; 
and  tlie^rsf  stroke  that  he  strikes  is  the  at¬ 
tempt.
